The resignation, which is to take 
effect Oct. 1, will undoubtedly be ac- 
cepted, Oliver T. Wilson, president of 
the board of trustees, said last night. 


_ Dr. Hough’s Letter. 
Chairman Wilson made public a por- 
tion of President Hough’s letter. 
follows: 


“Following the statement which I 


ing of the board of trustees last Mon- 
day night, I wish to present my resig- 
nation as president of Northwestern 
university. As I said then, I have a 
clear conviction that the duties of the 
presidency of Northwestern university 
demand more in the way of physical 
resource than I can bring td the task. 
“I have an increasingly profound 
conviction that the very greatest doors 
of opportunity are open before North- 
western university. It is a matter of 
deep personal regret that I cannot be 
identified with these large potential 
movements. 3 

“I wish to express my very deep ap- 
preciation and gratitude for all of the 
support which I have received since 
my election to the presidency of the 
“university.” 


_ In making the announcement Chair- 
man. Wilson declared that “in due time 
there would be a meeting of the board 
of trustees at which undoubtedly the 
resignation would be accepted.” 

' “The best wishes of the trustees fol- 
low Dr. Hough in any new work which 
he may wundertake,” he continued.

The election of Dr. Hough to the 
presidency followed a period of nearly

Until last Septem- 
ber Prof. Thomas F. Holgate, dean of 
the college of liberal arts, was acting 
president. At the time of his election 
Dr. Hough was professor of theologi- 
cal hietory in the Garrett Biblical in- 
stitute, an adjunct of the university, a 
position he had held since 1914. 

The resignation of President Hough 
was simultaneous with the announce- 
ment of changes in the professorial 
staff for the 1920 fall term. These in- 
clude the advancement of Assistant 
Professors W. L. Woodburn, botany; 
R. S. Crane, English, and W. V. Evans, 
chemistry, to associate professorships.

BELGIUM RESTORED. ~ | 


An economic survey of Belgium recently com- 
pleted by the British department of overseas trade 
offers convincing evidence of what a nation can do 
when it sets itself a constructive task. It is an 
example to the world of the value of labor. It 
refutes on a national scale the theories and prac- 
tices of apostles of rest and of unrest. 

Little Belgium, which practically ceased to exist 
as a nation for more than four years, whose man 
power was depleted to exhaustion, whose facteries 
and mines were stripped and made useless, whose 
towns were left in ruins, and whose farm lands 
were battlefields, has gone far toward complete 


‘yehabilitation. Railroad tracks have been almost 


entirely restored to pre-war conditions; most of the 
canals are working; coal production ig almest at 
pre-war level; devastated factories are retquipped 
and producing; agricultural lands have almost fully 
recovered. Only an improvement in exchange 
rates is believed necessary to speed the country 
back to complete restoration. 

All this has been accomplished by one thing-— 
work. There has been one purpose supreme in the 
Belgian mind. That purpose was restoration. It 
evershadewed factional differences, selfish interests, 
and jurisdictional disputes, It was the purpose of 
men, women, and children to restore their country. 
They recognized that the way to accomplish this 
purpose was to work, and they worked. Their pur- 
pose is about te be completely accomplished. 

If Belgium, racked and ruined by war, could ac- 
complish such prodigies, there can be little ex- 
cuse for the United States to complain of its rail- 
road collapse, its tax burden, its building shortage, | 
er its farm deficiency. So long as we do com- 
plain, with sueh an example before us, we admit 
as a nation that we are not willing te laber fer

The great thing is 
to make people intelligent enough and strong 
enough, not to keep away from temptation, but to 
resist it. All the forces of civilization are in favor 
of morality and temperance. Little can be accom- 
plished by law, because law, for the most part, 
about such things, is a destruction of personal 
liberty. Liberty cannot be sacrificed for the sake 
of temperance, for the sake of morality, or for 
the sake of anything. It is of more value than 


everything else. Yet some people would destroy 


the sun to prevent the growth of weeds. Liberty 
sustains the same relation to all the virtues that 
the sun does to life. The world had better go 
back to barbarism, to the dens, the caves and lairs 


of savagery; better lose all art, al] inventions, than 


to lose liberty. Liberty is the breath of pregress; 
it is the seed and soil, the heat and rain of love 
and joy.” 

Prof. Francis W. Newman, the eccentric Unita- 
rian reformer, has related how he endeavored to en- 
list his great brother, Cardinal Newman, in the 
prehibition movement. He wrote a letter to the car- 
dinal, inclosing a report on the extent of intem- 
perance in Dublin. The author of “ Lead, Kindly 
Light,” returned a polite note of thanks for the 
document, adding that he regretted that he could 
not see his way clear to devote any time to the mat- 
ter, and that personally he really didn’t know 
“whether there were too many saloons in Dublin 
or too few.” A

‘Demand Our Rights,’ Cry 
in Nippon’s Assemb 


. TOKIO, July %1—[By the Associated 
Press.]—In a speech in the house of 
representatives today with regard to 
anti-Japanese movements in the Unit- 
ed States, Representative Etsujiro 
Uehara asked why the government did 
not insist upon the lawful rights of the 
Japanese instead of prohibiting the 
sending of picture brides to America. 

Foreign Minister Uchida replied 
that he regarded the anti-Japanese agi- 
tation with the utmost anxiety, but 
that the government was taking the 
utmost measures to cope with the 
situation. He added that the prohibi- 
tion upon picture brides was quite in- 


evitable. 


The citizens of the province of Hiro 
shya, from which many of the emi- 
grants to California come, have decid- 
ed to send an open letter to the peo 
ple of California, protesting against 
the suggested land laws and other anti- 


Japanese legislation.

The first object had been realized, 
the foreign minister declared, but not 
“the second. Japanese residents of Si- | 
beria must be protected, he said, but 
it was not intended to dispatch large 
numbers of troops for that purpose.

It looks 
every inch the modern yacht, with ab- 
solutely nothing revolutionary in its 
lines.

When Prof. Webb finished his work 
today the waterline length of the 
yachts had been taken off.

Decorative hollyhocks mgy be plant- 
ed in this section as late Mis July and 
reach blooming size the next season. 
Gardeners find that self-sown holly- 
hocks send up a blooming spike their 
second season. 

The hollyhock has long been an in- 
mate of the old fashioned flower gar- 
dens, but now it has been remarkably 
improved, and has a fine.range of colof 
| through various reds, crimsons, to al- 
most black, with a beautiful array of 
pinks, roses, salmons, chamois, and 
yellow shades. Both single and double 
varieties may be raised. The double 
varieties have a little longer season 


in the graceful outline of the single 
sort. On the other hand, the doubles 
furnish wonderful spikes of color. 
Hollyhocks seed planted between now 
and the first of August and'‘given a 
little cultivation may be expected ‘to 
furnish a fine display next summer. 
The seed germinate quickly. The little 
seedlings should be transplanted to the 
permanent location as soon as two true, 
leaves have .formed. When cold 
weather comes on ‘cover them with a 
mulch, After the first year they will 
take care of themselves and grow into 
big clumps. 
Bachelor buttons have been greatly 
improved. They have been almost 
doubled in diameter. It is one of the 
hardiest and easiest annuals to raise.
